As the next meeting of the 
supreme w'ar council w'ill lie called at 
3 o’clock that afternoon, it is believed 
he WHI immediately begin pai-ticipa- 
tion in the work of shaping the pre­ 
liminary peace treaty. 
According to the present program 
the council tomorrow will consider 
Germany’s western boundaries. Little 
difficulty is foreseen in framing this 
clause of the treaty owing to the 
agreement for establi.shing the Rhen­ 
ish provinces as an independent “buf­ 
fer state” and making the Rhine an 
interaational w’aterway. 
The president will be met here by

Tardieu, Col. House and the latter’s 
son-in-law, Cordon Auchincloss. Upon 
his arrival in Paris he will be greeted 
by President Poincare, members of 
the cabinet and members of the guard 
of honor.

the first installment. 
On Saturday, March 15, returns on 
all taxes which must bo paid by that 
time are required to be in the hands 
of the internal revenue collectors. 
For the purpo.s*| of keeping the 
people informed and to avoid undue 
delay and confusion, 
the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue has instructed col­ 
lectors to warn all tax payers of the 
time limit. The first installment must 
accompany the return on taxes, it 
w’as added by the bureau. 
The basis upon which the return.** 
must be made is as follows: 
I, An amount not less than 1-4 of the 
full amount of taxes; 2. an amount 
not les.s than 1-4 of 
the 
estimated 
amount of taxes; or 3, the full amount 
of the estimated amount of taxes. 
This must be accompanied by a re­ 
turn showing the basis upon which 
the tax i.s computed. 
The completed 
retura.s„ showing all the items of in­ 
come and deductions, .should 
accom­ 
pany the first payment, if this 
is 
possible. 
Tax payers 
who require 
more time for the completion of the 
returns should make payments on the 
estimated tax due and then attach a 
tentative rctum, requesting an exten­ 
sion of time for completing the per­ 
manent return.

LABOR POLICY IN FUTURE SAYS BORAH 


HY L. ('. MAPvTlN. 
Washington, March 13.—American 
workor.s must be g iv e n a share in the 
industries they help cre.nte and main­ 
tain—a share not nieu.surod by w'ages. 
Senator Borah, next chairman of the 
senate labor committee declare<l today. 
Borah w'as discussing labor legisla­ 
tion to he presented at the coniine 
lession of congress. 
“The fundamental thing, tile first 
thing, w'hich must be 
done,” 
said 
Horah, “is the formulation of a de- 
'’inite labor policy. 
'Dils W'e 
have 
never had. 
“We have met exigencies as thev 
have arisen by juggling w’ages, rais- 
’ng them hero, low'ering them there 
when it wa.s possible. 
We have never 
irene at the problem in a way reallv 
to solve it. 
“Co-operation must be the keystone 
lf any real working out on a sound 
?conomic basis of the returns of capi­ 
tal and the 
workers 
C!c-operation 
mu.^t be the thought behind a gov­ 
ernment labor policy. 
“('o-operation, of oour.se, is Impos­ 
sible unless both of those who are t 
eo-operate have an interest in 
Hie 
business or industry. 
It must be an 
’nterest on the part of the workers 
that goes beyond mere wages. Work- 
f'rs must have an actual sYiare in in­ 
dustry which will give them the in 
centive to co-operate, 
make 
them 
''ager to do so, because such co-opera­ 
tion means their own W'elfare.” 


It is from this starting point that 
Horah plans to move in fram ing re­ 
construction labor 
legislation.

MOTORAIDS 


There has been considerable experi- 
mmentation regarding the use of ker­ 
osene to drive motor cars. 
One con­ 
cern that has tried it found that ker­ 
osene made the car pick 
up 
much 
quicker than gasoline. 
The 
kerosine I 
gave much more power because when j 
you shut it off and put on 
gasoline, j 
the car would slow down immediately J 
and begin to labor and then, turning 
back on kerosene, there was an im- ; 
mediate pickup. 
In the low throttling test it 
was 
found that kerosene was not as effi­ 
cient as gasoline. 
The 
car 
would . 
throttle down about one mile per hour 
lower on gasoline than on 
kerosene, j 
so that in this respect the gasoline 
was somewhat more efficient than the 
kerosene. 
However, the car 
would 
throttle down so low on eithr fuel that | 
you could get out and walk beside it. 
The next test was to see what in- | 
crease or decrease in mileage could bo 
obtained. 
Using a car of the sam e 
type and under the same conditions,1 
equipped with the ordinary' carburetor 
as a comparison, it was found that the 
car equipped with the kerosene 
ca r­ 
buretor gave an increase in mileage ot 
about one third and this made no dif­ 
ference whether gasoline or kerosene 
was used as a fuck
